THE CLEANING MECHANISM 


Three shafts revolve on ball-bearing pillow 
blocks, the first shaft carrying a set of ham- 
mers. On each of the other 2 shafts are 
mounted 4 sets of flanges, each of which is 
drilled to accommodate 6 star-holding 
shafts. 19 pack-hardened steel cleaning stars 
are carried on each star-holding shaft and 
are punched with holes considerably larger 
than the shafts on which they are mounted. 
In operation, the chain presents the pallet to 
the hammers which flex the pallet sufficiently 
to remove much of the build-up. The pallet 
then passes under the 2 cleaning shafts. 
When rotating, the stars on these shafts are 
thrown outward by centrifugal force and in 
this extended position they strike the pallets. 
The force of the impact is so great over the 
very narrow section of pallet under each star 
that all remaining concrete adhesions are 
rapidly and completely removed. 


The cleaning stars and shafts on which they 
are mounted are easily and quickly re- 
placeable.
